EXCURSIONS FROM PASADENA 


Those attending the Pasadena conference 
will find many fascinating excursions and 
side trips in the neighborhood, most of 
which are moderate in cost and do not re- 
quire a very great amount of time. By 
special request of the Secretary the local 
committee have given the following particu- 
lars regarding the more attractive and fea- 
sible excursions which can be made from 
Pasadena as a base. 

Riverside, $2.75 round trip; Redlands, 
$3.00 (Smiley Heights trip slightly addi- 
tional). Both can be taken in one day. 

Santa Catalina Island, $2.95 round trip. 
Can be made in one day but two days are 
preferable. 

Mt. Wilson, $5.00 round trip, two days 
preferable. 

Mt. Lowe, $2.25 (Saturday and Sunday 
$1.75). Cars leave Pasadena several times 
a day. 

San Diego, $5.20. Two days. 
Beach close by. 

Tilton’s trolley trip, $1.00 for 100 miles, 
including stop-over at Cawston’s ostrich 
farm, San Gabriel mission, Huntington 
Beach, Long Beach, San Pedro, etc., one 
day.

COMPARATIVE DATA IN LIBRARY RE- 
PORTS 


Librarians and library trustees have long 
felt that there ought to be an easier way of 
comparing the statistics of one library with 
another. If the librarian had the proper data 
in hand to show that his book purchase fund 
was several per centum lower than in the 
majority of libraries; that he had fewer 
staff members in proportion to the popula- 
tion of his city than he ought to have; or 
that the tax income per capita was not as 
large as other cities appropriated; or simi- 
lar pertinent statistics, he would have the 
equipment most necessary to wage a cam- 
paign for re-adjusting these conditions. 

The average librarian, even though he has 
on file the reports of all the leading libraries 
of the country, is generally too busy to 
compile for himself a-table of data that is 
large enough and representative enough to 
be of any very material service to him for 
such a purpose. If such material is made 
available and useful it must be by co-opera- 
tive effort and published in such a way that 
comparison between libraries can be made 
at a glance by him who runs. As a tentative 
suggestion along this line the Secretary 
here publishes, in the adjoining column, a 
table of proposed information which could 
be gleaned from most library reports, and 
which he believes would give serviceable 
facts to librarians. 

In preparing this table there has been no 
little difficulty in determining what facts 
should be stated in the limited space avail- 
able. As such a table would have its great- 
est value as a medium for comparison, it 
has been deemed wise to give preference 
to percentage tables rather than to totals, 
as this is the only way in which institutions 
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in cities of widely varying population can be 
properly compared. 

The Secretary wishes to emphasize that 
this is only a tentative rough draft on which 
he hopes to receive the suggestions and 
criticisms of many members of the Asso- 
ciation. Some very necessary data may have 
been inadvertently omitted and should 
take the place of some less interesting 
and pertinent fact. 

If such a scheme of tabulating library 
data appears feasible after due considera- 
tion the Bulletin will publish a revised draft 
of this proposed table, and we will then be 


glad to have any library in the United 
States or Canada compile and send to the 
Secretary carefully prepared statistics for 
this table from its own latest report. So far 
as possible all libraries which report their 
data will be listed in the Bulletin. Please 
bear in mind that each library is requested 
to tabulate its own data; the Executive of- 
fice has not the necessary staff to do this 
work; each library must make its own 


contribution ready to be copied into the 
Bulletin. If you think these statistics will 
be useful please do your share towards 
supplying the material.

STEREOPTICON SLIDES FOR LIBRARY 
SCHOOL USE

pensive. Therefore the secretary of the 
meeting was requested to write to various 
libraries and individuals to ascertain 
whether lantern slides pertaining to sub- 
jects usually taught in library schools, es- 
pecially to library history, library build- 
ings, and the history of books and printing, 
are owned by them and can be loaned to 
library schools for lecture work, and on 
what conditions as to time, cost and method 
of conveyance.

NEW YORK STATE LIBRARY 


Albany, N. Y., April 13, 1911.

1. Sets of publications (reports, bulle- 
tins, etc.) of libraries, library schools, li- 
brary commissions, associations, etc., in- 
cluding blanks and forms. 

2. Books, pamphlets, papers, clippings, 
ete. relating to libraries, library work and 
bibliography. 

3. From alumni of the New York State 
Library School for students’ work collec- 
tion, an extra copy of material included in 
paragraphs 1-2, prepared by former stu- 
dents. 

4. Pictures, picture postcards and plans 
of library buildings. 

5. Photographs of librarians, including 
alumni of the New York State Library 
School; A. L. A. officers, groups, etc.

COMMITTEE ON BINDING 


There will be three special bindings of the 
llth edition of the Encyclopaedia Britan- 
nica for the use of public libraries. All three 
editions will use the ordinary paper. 

1. A half morocco binding, bound ac- 
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cording to the specifications of the Library 
Association of Great Britain. 
The specifications are as follows: 


Sewing: Books to be sewn “all along” by 
machine, no splitting of head or tail. 

Tapes: 4 unbleached linen tapes. The 
slips to be two inches long, and inserted 
between “split” boards. 

Thread: Unbleached thread of good 
thickness. 

Plates: All plates to be folded round 
the adjoining section. 

First and Last Sections: The first two 
and last two sections to be lined in their 
outer folds and all sections in their centers 
with strips of linen, and no overcast. 

End-Papers: End-papers to have a cloth 
joint, and to be sewn on as a separate sec- 
tion, with at least two extra blank leaves. 

Joints: The volumes to have French 
joints. 

Boards: Best quality machine-made mill- 
boards, of suitable thickness, with rounded 
corners, leather turned in without cutting. 

Leather: Hard grained morocco, to con- 
form to the Society of Arts Specification. 
East India or Sheep leather prohibited. 

Cloth Sides: Winterbottom’s “Imperial 
Morocco cloth,” fast finish. 

2. Sets bound according to the preceding 
specifications with the exception that cloth 
conforming with the requirements of the 
Bureau of Standards at Washington will be 
used instead of leather. This is the edition 
which the Committee on Binding recom- 
mends the smaller libraries to get. 

3. Sets bound by Mr. Chivers in Eng- 
land. .
